Mother Teresa’s Sisters 
Serving in Newark parish

NEWARK, N.J. (NC) — “‘St. 
Augustine’s not really a church that is 
closed in anymore just waiting for 
people to come to us. We are reaching 
out to them,’’ said Father Isaia

Birollo, pastor of the parish where 
four of Mother Teresa’s Missionaries 
of Charity have made their home 
base. 


Since June 26, when Mother 
Teresa came to Newark at the invita- 
tion of Archbishop Peter L. Gerety to 
establish a foundation, the Mission- 
aries of Charity have lived in what 
was the conyent of St. Augustine’s 
Church in one of the poorest areas of 
the city. 

ON THEIR ARRIVAL the nuns 
immediately had the bingo sign in 
front of the church hall taken down. 
They converted the hall into a soup 
kitchen, which in the last few months 
has drawn 200 people for hot meals 


~each day. 
They have taken the church outside 


its walls by. visiting the sick and 
elderly in their homes and regularly 
visiting a detention center for teen- 
age boys. 

“‘What the Sisters are doing is 
reaching people and showing a real 
concern and Christian charity,’’ said 
Father Birollo.  - 


IN EARLY September there were 
about 80 ‘‘guests’’ at the tables, said 
Mother Premlata, one of the four 
nuns who run the kitchen. But as 
welfare funds dwindle, she said, the 
crowd grows.

Valley youth

BRAWLEY — One thing Catholics 


are not noted for is standing on street 
corners, quoting the Bible and 
proclaiming the Good News. But 
some Catholics here are doing just 
that, and the reaction has been 
mixed, to say the least. 


Cruz Ortiz is one of them, and he 
says passersby often ask if he really is 
a Catholic. When they do, he takes 
out his wallet and shows them a 
badge-like button bearing the image 
of Our Lady of Guadalupe. 


ORTIZ IS part of a small group of 
young people who have taken to the 
streets in an effort to speak out against 
the drugs, crime and gang violence 
that periodically plague this and other 
Imperial Valley towns. Their 
“Imperial Valley Youth Ministry,” 
headquartered at 1133 E. Main 
Street, is looked at favorably by some, 
more cautiously by others. 


Under the spiritual direction of 
Father Francis A. Sierra, pastor of 
Our Lady of Perpetual Help Church, 
the group, all former gang members, 
many of them once drug users or 
juvenile offenders, have set up what 
amounts to a ‘‘mission’’ several 
blocks from the parish. 


There they pray and provide 
outreach services for young people in 
trouble or looking for some direction 
in life; the counselling and help they 
give is not ‘‘professional,’’ but it 
comes both from their own experience 
on the streets and a charismatic 
“‘baptism in the Spirit’? which all 
have experienced. 

THE UNUSUAL thing about 
Ortiz and the others who work with 
him is that at a time when some 
Catholic youth are being attracted to 
fundamentalist churches in the Valley 
or have given up on their faith 
completely, they remain steadfastly 
Roman Catholic and have brought 
others back to the Church. 


“This is the realthing,’’ said Jose

Ruelas. ‘‘We don’t have to go toa 
Protestant church. We can stay in the 
Catholic Church and be the person 
that Christ wants us to be.

Ruben Valles credits Father Sierra 
for what is happening with Brawley’s 


_ young people. “I’m glad we got this 


started, with his help and God’s.”’ 


“THE CATHOLIC Church is 
beautiful, and I almost left,’’ said 
Patsy Ruelas. ‘‘The Blessed Mother 
under the name of Our Lady of 
Guadalupe is our symbol to serve our 
community and to show our other 
brothers and sisters in Christ a 
renewed spirit.’’ 


The group holds regular prayer and 
Bible services, has a 24-hour 
counselling number, and meets for 
Mass at Our Lady of Perpetual Help 
with Father Sierra. The priest has 
been helping them with his own 
funds — they are trying to make a full- 
time go of their ‘‘mission,’’ and none 
is employed. The women of the 
parish and their pastor have been 
helping out with the food; for the past 
six months the group has lived rent-

Your Credit Union is a family affair! 
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It’s just a few weeks since Mission Sunday, 
when Catholics throughout the world made 
their sacrifice for the missionary work of the 
Universal Church. We in the United States 
probably. gave something around $35 million 
(last year it was $31 million). Other countries 
gave in amounts proportionate to their size 
and affluence. We gave most. But where does 
the money go? 

The answer was given by the National 
Director for the Society for the Propagation of 
the Faith, Msgr. William McCormack, in an 
interview he gave to the National Catholic 
Register. He said most of the money goes to 
“‘religious’’ aspects of mission work. He was 
then asked: 

“What's the value of purely religious 
mission projects. ..and building. churches when 
so many people need basics like housing?’’ 

Msgr. McCormack replied: ‘We do very 
little building of churches. That's part of our 
work, but a small part. Our main area of 
responsibility is the explicit teaching of the 
Gospel, so we are naturally involved in such 
things as training native seminarians. The 
proclamation of the Gospel is the reason Our 
Lord first established the Church.’’ 

He said the missions appreciate that ‘‘it’s 
very difficult to teach a child about God when 
the child has had nothing to eat in several 
days, so that’s a problem we inevitably have 
to deal with. 

““But,’’ he went on, “‘as this Pope has 
emphasized, the Gospel is the way man

discovers his own dignity and our priority 
therefore is the explicit spreading of the 
Gospel.’ 

There are other great Catholic 
organizations which look after the more basic 
needs such as feeding the hungry, clothing the 
naked, and charity to the poor. The Church 


can well be proud of its foremost place in the — 


world when it comes to succoring the needy. 

How much of the money collected by the 
Society for the Propagation of the Faith 
actually gets through to the missions? A good 
question. Msgr. McCormack explained that 
education of Catholics in the need for 
missionary effort and commitment, plus 
administration, accounts for ten cents out of 
every dollar. 

The rest of the money goes into the 
Society’s general fund, according to the 
national director. That money is disbursed 
through the recommendations of the council of 
the Society composed of 97-national directors, 
meeting in Rome once a year. 

Last year American Catholics gave 45 
percent of the Society’s international funds. 
But while American contributions have been 
rising on a dollar basis, the percentage of 
funds that.are America-donated is declining, 
according to Msgr. McCormack. 

Some people tend to regard mission work 
and donations as a kind of ‘spiritual foreign 
aid,’ he said. ““It’s a partnership, a sharing of 
the faith. We get back much more than we 
give.’

Salvadoran priest unable to go home

SAN DIEGO —The situation in 


El Salvador continues to make news 
and confuse many people. Is the 
guerilla war against the government a 
just one or communist inspired? Is the 
Church in the troubled Central 
American country too closely 
identified with a. “‘theology of 
liberation’? Have the U.S. bishops 
gone too far in calling for an end to 
military aid to the ruling junta? 


Just lask week in Spokane, Wash., 
Robert White, former U.S. 
ambassador to El Salvador, said the 
guerilla movement would ultimately 
defeat the government, which is 


controlled by a privileged, wealthy 


few and which has “systematically 
destroyed all civil, judiciary and 
organized institutions that~ pose a 
threat.to their hold on the country.”’ 

FATHER JESUS Nieto is a priest 
of the Archdiocese of San Salvador, 
the El Salvador capital; he shares the 
views expressed by former 
ambassador White and is thankful

was the principal concelebrant, and 
deanery and committee reports.

‘You are doing good work for God 
and the Church,’’ the women were 
told by Msgr.

BISHOP MAHER praised the 
DCCW members as ‘‘remarkable 
people, extraordinary people, very 
important people,’’ who have been 
enriched by Christ and share that 
richness with others by receiving His 
message ‘‘and living out that faith in 
your lives.”’ 

There is no ministry — whether the 
ordained ministry, designated lay 
ministry or a ministry of 
service — outside of the Church, said 


that the U.S. bishops were at least 
partly responsible for the restrictions 
on the U.S. aid package recently 
approved by Congress for his troubled 
homeland. 


Father Nieto became a political 
refugee earlier this year when the 
residence he shared with several other 
priests was machine-gunned by 
government troops while he was out 
of the country; unable to return 
home, he was assigned by the San 
Salvador archdiocese to minister to 
the many thousands of Salvadoran 
refugees who have fled to neighboring 
Hondouras, but on July 22 the 
government there expelled him, with 
no reason given. 


He has since travelled many 
thousands of miles and talked to many 
groups, trying to explain what is 
happening in his country, and was in 
San Diego briefly last week under the 
auspices of the diocesan peace and 
Justice commission. Father Nieto Says 
that the guerilla movement, which is 
divided into two main factions, is not 
communist controlled. ‘‘There are a 
small number of communists, yes, but 
you have communists in this country, 
too,’’ he said. 


FATHER NIETO for a time 
worked with Archbishop Oscar 


_ Romero, who was murdered March 


24, 1980 as he celebrated Mass in a 
hospital chapel; 
become outspoken in his criticism of 
the government. “Bishop Romero 
formed a committee to look into 
violations of human rights and 
registered a great number of atrocities 
and injustice at the hands of the 
military — murders, decapitations, 
mutilations, rapes while the family 


was forced to watch,” said Father _ 
ee 


_ Though some elements in the 
Church remain close to the 
government, many priests, bishops 
and people gradually turned against 
it, as did Archbishop Romero himself, 
said Father Nieto. The present 
apostolic administrator of the 
archdiocese, Bishop Arturo Rivera- 
Damas, is in a delicate position, said 


Father Nieto, because neither he nor 


anyone else has been appointed 
archbishop by Rome. ‘‘The people 
look to him as their leader, but 
Archbishop Romero is a hard act to 
follow.’’ 


What brought Father Nieto to this- 
country was a personal plea to 
Americans to Une erection nS. 
government to suspend all aid, 
military and economic, to the present 
junta. This has been the position. of 
the U.S. hierarchy, but many 
Catholics have opposed it on the 
grounds it would lead to a Marxist or 
communist takeover. 


LIKE MANY Salvadoran clergy, 
Father Nieto must reconcile his 
obligations as a priest with his

the bishop. ‘‘The Church binds 
people together in Christ and through 
Christ, and apart from the bishop 
there is no bond of unity or charity,”’ 
he said, in thanking the women for 
their devoted service to the people and 
the Church in San Diego.

IF THERE is a Christian 
dimension to the suffering of the 
Salvadoran people and _ the 
persecution of the Church there, says 
Father Nieto, it is an awareness of the 
“eternal reality of Christ.

Pope’s new encyclical is revolutionary 


Pope John Paul ‘II’s third encyclical, On Human Work, 
begins with the premise that workers are people before they 
are workers. The encyclical is neither an apologia for nor a 
blanket condemnation of any particular system. Every 
socio-economic system, says the pope, must be fashioned 
around the thesis that the person is primary; everything 
else is subservient to that. 


On Human Work is also a timely reminder that the Industrial 
Revolution is not over—that the problems generated by 
that radical transformation in the way wealth and wages 
are created are still spinning off as rapidly as the products 
themselves. Furthermore, it reminds us that the ideologies 
created to explain, defend, and attack industrialism still do 
not have all the answers. 


Whether one eviscerates labor and forces it into a slot in 
the inexorable dialectic of the Marxists, or reduces it to a 
commodity —a point on the demand curve —the error of 
overlooking the reality that labor is a human act involving 
the whole of the person remains the same. 


When the more developed and the most free of the 
world’s nations witness growing numbers of latch-key 
children who depend on agencies and themselves for 
their upbringing—instead of the cheaper, more 
efficient and more effective parent —it is obvious that 
progress is not always hette-- 

When so-called workers’ states find their very existence 
threatened because workers demand the right to freely 
organized, it seems all too clear that the commissars are a 
long way from the answer. 


The dream of the early industrialists, and of Adam 
Smith in the Wealth of Nations was that all ships, all nations, 


all classes would rise in a tide forced up by the forces of 


“accumulation and specialization. They have not. 


Within too many of the world’s industrial nations, 
the gap between rich and poor is widening once again, 
and among the nations of the world, the chasm that 
separates First World and Third World is clear evidence 
that there is much to be done in the way of progress, 
production, and distribution of the world’s resources. 

Pope John Paul’s encyclical addresses the problems of 
the continuing Industrial Revolution —and questions the 
absolutes to which the world of Marx and the world of 
laissez-faire have attached themselves.

It 
questions the policies of commissars, corporations, and 
labor unions. It is not likely to find itself on the agenda of 
policy-makers, in government, business, or labor, because 
it centers around only one absolute — ‘‘the dignity of the 
human person.”’ 

On Human Work is revolutionary. So is any reformulation 
of the Church’s social teaching which inevitably reflects the 
revolutionary doctrine of the Gospels. The Sermon on the 
Mount sounded the theme of the Christian revolution. 
Acceptance of what Pope John Paul has to say about work 
could be a basis for world peace. But world peace is a 
revolutionary idea, too.

The limits of pluralism 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Catholic social teaching goes 
beyond the ‘“‘shifting sands’’ of political ideologies and 
systems, said Pope John Paul II last Saturday. 

In a talk widely interpreted as indicating papal 
dissatisfaction with the Christian commitment of Italy’s 
overwhelmingly Catholic population, the Polish-born pope 
said political pluralism has ‘‘intrinsic limits’’ for believers. 

He also repeated the teaching of the Second Vatican 
Council that ‘‘dissociation of faith and social commitment 
is an error, because it implies and assumes a conception of 
faith not conforming to the tradition of the Church and not 
conforming to a unitary and complete vision of man.’’ 


He said there can be no good justification for 
‘‘infidelity’’ to the Church’s social teaching, and he 
criticized Catholics who act as if the Church were ‘‘built on 
the shifting sands of ideologies and not on the rock of a 
truth which is above and beyond all ideologies and all 
systems and is in itself the criterion of judgment. 

‘Pluralism must respect its intrinsic limits and take into 
account the historic context in which the Christian is called 
to operate,’’ the pope said.. 

‘In particular, it cannot make legitienatey tor the 
Christies, «vices mcompatible with the Christian faith or 
with the inalienable values of man and which, therefore, in 
practice would mean and would constitute a denial of one’s 
Christian identity, favoring the affirmation in theory and 
in practice of a vision of society which contradicts the 
deepest needs of the human person.”’

The saints remembered 


Traditionally all major feast days begin on their vigils. 
We celebrate Christmas Eve, the Easter Vigil, and All 
Hallows Eve. We have generally forgotten the real 
meaning of these vigils and tend to celebrate the secular 
over the spiritual. 


For many, Christmas Eve is concerned with Christmas 
gifts, not Christ’s birth; the Easter Vigil with hidden eggs 
and chocolate bunnies, not Christ’s resurrection; and 
Halloween with trick-or-treat and crazy costumes, not the 
remembrance of the saints who have gone before us. 
Halloween, more than any other, has lost its original 
purpose; the concern with ‘‘ghosts’’ and “‘spirits’’ had to 


do with recalling the memory of the men and women who: 


had been our Christian models and heroes. Nowadays the 
spirits of the saints have given way to Superman, 
coneheads, cowboys, and Luke Skywalker. 


While many Catholics in recent years felt that saints 
were being relegated to lesser importance in the Church, 
other religious groups were accusing Catholics of 
worshipping saints and their images. When we read what 
Vatican II really said, I believe we can once again see a 
need to celebrate the memory of the saints as “‘signs of our 
times.”’ : 


Saints are those ordinary people like ourselves who lived 
their Christianity in extraordinary ways. They are the 
heroes, the models of what we can be. 


In times like ours, we need the example of a St. Francis 
to call us to peace; the model of St. Therese to call us to 
internal search and prayer; the heroics of a St. Paul to 
challenge us to live the Gospel. We need to forget the 
sugar-coated stories of the lives of these great men and 
women and see how they are examples for us — signs of 
our times. 


I doubt if we can change Halloween back to its original 
meaning, but let’s begin to reach back into our own rich 
heritage to find our heroes and models and tell their stories.

Some time ago I was impressed by a talk on our 
own responsibility for the kinds of persons we are 
and the habits or choices we make that form our per- 
sonalities and the particular responses we make in 
our lives.

Ordinary Time. Wisdom 6:12-16; 1 
Thessalonians 4:13-18; Matthew 25:1-13. 


The days are growing cooler, the nights longer, 
and winter approaches. The cycle of the seasons and 
the rythyms of life speak of birth and death. They 
are forceful reminders to us that this life is short, and 
that it is only a preparation for a future eternity. We 
are to seek the next life in the simple and honest 
things of this one. 


The Book of Wisdom dates from before the first 
century B.C., and although part of the Old 
Testament, was written in Greek by the Jews of the 
dispersion. God’s Wisdom has been personified; it is 
a quality of God and His revelation to us, elusive, 
yet waiting to come to those who seek her. 


WE KNOW GOD only insofar as He has 
revealed Himself to us; ‘‘Wisdom’’ is the divine 
vehicle by which we come to know Him, and the 
beginning of human wisdom is a proper fear of God, 
the graced relationship that He alone gives, but 
which we must freely accept. 


scientific age and tend to worship at the altars of 
education and intellect — a person may come to the 
same truths about himself or about God through 
quietly thinking about himself and his life in relation 
to God and praying in intimate communication with 
Him as the finest theologian might. He may not be 


able to express what he knows and feels, but he will 


live it, which is all that God asks of us. 


No one is ever more than superficially affected by 
great insights whether religious, psychological, or 
emotional, until he takes the time to test their validi- 
ty in regard to himself. And that means being willing 
to apply the negatives as well as the positives to 
oneself. nee 


THE SAME THING applies to our relationship 
with God. While we may not determine the things 
that happen to us by the choices we make — 
although often we do — we certainly choose the way 
they will affect our personalities and our human 
growth. The options are always before us and we 
will always choose either for ourselves or for God. 


Most of the time we don’t move steadily in one 
diection and will fluctuate between impulses of 
generosity and self-interest. But, basically, we 


The Incarnation of the Word brings this idea of 
God’s self-communication to perfection. In the Lord 
Jesus Christ God Himself stands fully revealed, and 
everything the Father wishes to tell us — perfect 
Wisdom —is manifest in the person of the Son. 


Our responsorial psalm (Ps. 63) speaks of the 
soul’s search for the God reflected by its very nature; 
it is cast in His image. There is no greater joy on 
earth than to sing the praises and blessings of God, 
as we contemplate His power and His glory, a vision 
equated with life itself. 


THIS LONGING FOR God is of a decidedly 
more “‘practical’’ nature in our second reading from 
St. Paul’s letter to the Church at Thessalonika. The 
Thessalonians expected an imminent parousia’ or 
Second Coming; we are still waiting for it almost 19 
centuries later. Yet to the early Christians of the 
Greek and Roman worlds, Jesus’ return was 
expected at any moment. 


The dead will not miss out on the Lord when He 
returns in glory to judge the living and the dead. As 
Jesus died and rose from the dead, so too will “those 


choose where we want to go and what we want to be 
and in time we will become what we have chosen. 


When it is too much bother to consider someone 
else’s needs — when it is too time consuming to at- 
tend prayer sessions or liturgical celebrations or 
hours of meditation — when we find ourselves 
demanding love and respect and service from others 
and begrudging our own — when there are more 
and more things for which we lay the blame at some- 
one else’s feet — then it. becomes imperative to 
take a long, honest look at the kind of person we are 
becoming. 

IN MUCH THE SAME way as we blame others 
for our inadequacies, we tend to rail at God for what 
we consider misfortunes, never apparently realizing 
that we are overlooking an opportunity for plumbing 
new dimensions of our being, learning more about 
our priorities and generally taking a fresh look at 
ourselves and our place in relation to God. 


Hours we may spend in study or merely reading 
about God and human psychology will very likely 
show little benefit unless as much time is taken in 
thinking about and personally applying what we 
learn.

who have died in Christ... rise first,’’ says the 
apostle. 


There is a completely different sort of 
eschatalogical expectation—almost a non- 
expectation — among the first Jewish Christians of 
Palestine to whom St. Matthew’s Gospel was 
originally addressed. 


UNLIKE THE GREEKS who had become 
Christians, they are more practical, and prepared to 
wait patiently for the Lord to come. The apostle 
repeats a parable of Jesus about Palestinian wedding 
customs: the five foolish virgins squandered their oil 
as they awaited the bridegroom, while the sensible 
ones by their preparation and care were ready for 
him when he came.

Some years ago my husband, Tom, and 
T were asked by a priest-social worker if 
we would help Kenny, an inmate in the 
State prison. Kenny had been denied 
Parole repeatedly because he had no one 
to help him make the difficult adjustment 
to life outside. 

_Instinctively, I knew we could not deal 
with this situation alone. Kenny — 
unseen and unknown — needed com- 
munity help. So did my husband and I. 

At the time, we were part of a small 
group of fellow Christians who met every 
so often. With this community’s support 
and prayers, Tom and I traveled to the 
State prison to meet Kenny. 


I WILL never forget my entrance to 
the prison. In display cases were the 
chains and other instruments of restraint 
used in previous times. I was oOver- 
whelmed with revulsion and terror. I told 
the chaplain I couildn’t go through with it. 
My husband would have to go in alone. 

The chaplain looked at me said, ‘‘We 
went through a lot to gain admittance for 
you, a woman. We think this’ man is 
worth it.”’ 

I went in with my husband, the chap- 


Jain and the guards. We met Kenny in the 


parole room where inmates’ cases are 
heard. There we talked — about our- 
selves and our children. Orphaned at age 
9, Kenny told us about the brothers and - 
sisters he lost when the family scattered in 
different directions. School ended for him 
in the sixth grade. 


BECAUSE he ran away from his many

foster homes, he was declared a delin- 
quent. Most of his life was spent in 
various prisons. Kenny had been in the 
penitentiary now for 12 years, convicted 
of armed robbery. 

What can I say about him? He was 
small, spontaneous like a child, and anx- 
ious to prove his sincerity. My husband 
and I liked him. That fact probably saw us 
through the difficulties his parole 
introduced into our lives. 

The day of his release, some of our 
community friends went with Tom to 
drive Kenny to his new home. We knew 
we were not alone. 

The community found Kenny a place 
to live and a job he could handle. We all 
felt pretty good about things: none of us 
glimpsed the future problems. 


KENNY lost his first job, then 


. another. We stepped in, lent him money 


and helped him fill out endless 
unemployment forms. Tom kept 
encouraging him. 


Kenny wanted a better job, so I, an ed- 
ucator, arranged for him to attend adult 


education classes. He didn’t like classes — 


though, because the other students were 
foreign. I was furious. 

The parole officer had cautioned us that 
helping Kenny would be like adopting six 
children. Now I could see the full 
tamifications of his observation. I was 
relating to Kenny as if he were a child 
who would not do what I knew was right 
for him. I wasn’t only angry, though. I 
was still scared. Why? 

In so many ways, Kenny and I were 
worlds apart. While my community was 
on the scene, I could extend him the hos- 
pitality of my home and heart. Without 
them, I distanced myself from Kenny. I 
felt comfortable as his sponsor and his 
teacher but... . friend? 


MY HUSBAND was able to felate to 
Kenny more easily. Tom would drog in 
on Kenny at work or at home and listen to 
the many strands of his complex story. 


Later, Kenny was arrested again, on 
charges of stealing. We worked with his 
court-appointed attorney, and Kenny 
received a light sentence. He was released 
a year later. The state gave him a suit, $30 
and a bus ticket. He headed for us. 

I had little energy for coping with him 
again. But Tom, his friend, met the bus, 
found him a room and kept in touch. 


Then Kenny began to long for_ his 
blood kin. He paged through telephone 
books of the city where he last saw his 
brothers and sisters. Improbably, he 
found a name he remembered as belong- 
ing to a sister. A telephone call revealed 
she really was his sister, had never mar- 
tied, had a good job and, best of all, 
wanted to see him. ; 

She came to Washington and invited 
Kenny to join her, to become a family 
again. 

Kenny is married now. Not long ago, 
he wrote a brief note to Tom. It said, “I’m

Kitchen and bath facilities 
were shared.

“THE YEAR was tough,’ Marissa 
admits. Each day her husband, engrossed 
in studies, went off to the university. She 
remained at hore in an unfamiliar city 
with unfamiliar customs.

There were few supermarkets, so she 
stood in line at separate shops buying 
vegetables, meat and bread. During the 
mercilessly cold winter, the lines were 
longer, because supplies often were 
scarce. 

Initially, she had no friends and no 
absorbing interests. Though she loved to 
read, books in English were not easy to 
come by.

The friend felt the terminology was 
outdated, bearing overtones of 
medieval lords. But Lawless felt 
strongly that the terminology still 
was valuable for Christians. 

The friend then challenged Law- 
less: “Why don’t you put your 
ideas in a song?”’ So Lawless sat 
down to write the words for his first 
song, combining biblical and con- 
temporary images. He gave his 
verses to Carol Dick, a musician 
and composer. She set them to 
_ music. 


HE WROTE his second song 
for his wife, Lisette. “Around a 
Table: Lisette’s Song,”’ incorpor- 
ates a short testament of belief 
which his wife had written a few 
years earlier in response to the 
question, ‘““How does your faith tie 
in with your life?”’ 

The song, in a simple way, con- 
trasts a family table with the table 
of the Eucharist. 


The first verse describes some 
events that occur around a table — 
paying bills, talking -together, 
sometimes even weeping together. 


The second verse portrays the © 
eucharistic table where people 
gather to share another meal. 


In the third verse, Lawless exp- 
lained, he tried to bring both 
images together by looking ahead 
to ‘‘when time shall end”’ and all 
people shall be ‘‘joined as one” 
around the Lord’s table. 


SINCE then, Lawless said, he 
has used the song in numerous 
community settings. And often he 
hands people the lyrics as a 
stimulus to discussion. 


He finds ‘‘families identify with 
it because the song takes up their 


- own familiar experiences’? and 


connects them with the actions of 
Christ in the Eucharist. They con- 
nect “‘the hassles they go through 
each day” with the sacrifice of 
Jesus. 


People sometimes react to the 
look at the future in the third verse 
_by realizing that “‘we must work on 
the kingdom: here and now as 
well,”’ he said. 


Encouraged by their initial 
experiences together, Lawless and 
Mrs. Dick have joined talents on 
several further occasions and today 


have published six songs.

were alone — on their own. Whatever 
community they were part of included 
just themselves, the landlady, and a cou- 
ple other friends. 

It was a few years later when Marissa 
and her husband opened a small 
bookstore in the Midwestern city where 
they had been raised. They knew quite 
well the undertaking was a gamble and 
would not pay off financially for some 
time. 

Their store included space for board 
games and backgammon. The couple 
observed that the city had few resources 
for teen-agers and thought this was a ser- 
vice they could provide. 

The decision, Marissa explains, led her 
down unexpected pathways. The 
bookstore has become a center where. a 
group of teen-agers gather on weekends 
and after school to play games and social- 
ize. One enterprising youth planned an 
ambitious film project at the bookstore. 


GRADUALLY, Marissa said, a com- 
munity of friendship has developed in the 
bookstore. Perhaps the fact that she is 
such a good listener is one reason why. 

In this community, Marissa found her- 
self thrust into being. ‘‘a surrogate 
mother,”’ a role she connects with her 
Christian beliefs. With no children of her 
own, Marissa feels quite strongly that car- 
ing part time for other people’s children is 
a way she can serve as a Christian. 

A woman who attracts students by her 
easy manner, Marissa is firm too, expect- 
ing students to conform to her few rules. 
Once in a while, an unruly student starts 
to pick a fight and finds himself or herself 
ejected from the shop. 

FREQUENTLY, the teen-agers bring 
their troubles and triumphs to Marissa, 
knowing they can count on her good 
advice. A 15-year-old whose parents were. 


. going through a painful and protracted | 
’ divorce recently spent many long hours 


with Marissa. Another youth explained, 


 “T like talking to her because she seems 


so content with what she is doing. She and. 
her husband give a good example of what 
marriage can be.” ~ 

On occasion, Marissa relates, parents 
stop in at the bookstore and remark how 
much they appreciate knowing their

The Foster Grandparent Program has 
provided meaningful part-time volunteer 
Opportunities for 74 older persons 
rendering supportive, person-to-person 
services for 148 children with special or 
exceptional needs in health, education, 
welfare and related settings. In the past 
year, 66,090 hours were served by foster 
grandparents in San Diego County. 


Foster grandparents serve in 11 
community facilities including San 
Ysidro, Chula Vista; National City, 
Southeast San Diego, Hillcrest, La Mesa 
—- Spring Valley, and Lakeside. The 
Foster grandparents have become an 
integral part of each community facility. 
Their presence greatly enriches the 
setting in which they work through their 
loving care and encouragement to their 
children.

Some people still call the office 
Catholic Family Services but all those 
who come know it as a place where help 
is available for family, couple, or 
personal problems. 


Last year, 1,600 San Diegans came to 
receive 6,580 counseling hours from our 
staff of 14 counselors. Their problems 
were multiple; their stay varied from two 
visits to two years of visits; their 
satisfaction ranged from not very 
satisfied to rave reviews. Some came 
because they had been here before; 
others were referred; others heard about 
us from a friend; still others came 
because they felt a need for a Catholic 
religious agency. 

But the agency also went out — 14 
community meetings. with 780 
participants — to Oceanside, Poway, 
San Marcos, Southeast San Diego, 
South Bay. Wherever we went, the 
people came also. 


Last year a pastoral care program was 
started to assist people with religio- 
psychological problems‘ and over 150 
came for this specialized counseling 
service.

Emergency Assistance 


In November, 1980, an article 
appeared in Southern Cross asking the 
question, ‘‘How do you feed an average 
300 people a month from a cupboard not 
much bigger than a walk-in closet?” One 
year later, the only change to make is to 
increase the number of people fed to 
500. 


Last year, other social service 
agencies referred 1,842 persons to our 
doors; friends sent 949 our way; 832 
walked in off the streets; 300 came by 
way of parish referrals. Almost 3,700 of 
the people had income under $4,500 


annually. Over 5,000 services for 


emergency needs were provided — and 
an additional 1,800 referrals for other 
services and—almost 350 counseling 
sessions were given.

Fortunately, parishes and schools 
have participated in food collections to 
help stock our food closet and individual 
gifts have been made to help offset our 
increasing costs for this basic Christian 
service.

School Psychology Program 


Sixteen Catholic schools in San Diego 
County have contracted with our agency 
to provide counseling for students, 
academic and psychological testing, 
learning disability evaluations, and 
parent—teacher—student 
consulations on-site one day per week. 


Additionally, the counselors have 
provided workshops for families and 
faculties, educational resource 
development, and. early identification 
procedures for potential learning 
disability. : 

More than 650 children were worked 
with this past year — resulting in 1,920 
classroom contacts, 1,421 counseling 
contacts, 600 parent consultations, 225 
training sessions and 30 community 
programs with more than 800 
participants. And next year will be just 
as good — or better. -

Single Pregnant Women’s Program 


Last year, 180 single mothers 
obtained services in our program — 
which has served as a model throughout 
the United States. 


At times, it seemed like the 103 
deliveries came all at once. Parents and 
father-to-be of the single pregnant 
women were invited to be part of the 
program, and approximately 500 people 
did so. All in all, 850 people were 
assisted through this agency program. 


Preparations for this very tender, 
special and serious moment in life 
yielded 1,830 counseling contacts and

House of Rachel 


When Shirley came to San Diego she 
had no job, no place to stay, a few 
dollars and lots of dreams about life in 
California. Without the House of Rachel, 
those dreams could have become 
nightmares. 


The House of Rachel has provided a 
home for 45 women, aged 18-62. The 
typical resident is 27, Anglo, in the San 
Diego area less than one year, and with 
low entry-level job skills. 


This program, supported completely 
by donations, provides a home-like envi- 
ronment that helps reduce the stress of 
time needed to explore and develop 
resources for successful independent 
living.

Ranuldo was one of 225 persons 
assisted by our Nuestras Familias 
Program.

The young men are placed in our 
custody by the U.S. Marshal’s Office or 
by the Immigration and Naturalization 
Services. While with our program, they 
are placed in foster care homes where 
they are treated as family members by 
the 20 volunteer families. 

These trained volunteers are 
reimbursed for the number of days a 
child is in their home — whether a few 
days like Ranuldo, a few weeks like 
Maria, or a few months like Martin. The 
real reward is not money, but the love 
that comes from opening their hearts 
and homes to the young people served 
by this project.

State of the Agency 


The Year of the Family 1980 has yielded to 1981 — the Year of the Disabled and 
Catholic Community Services has met them both with hope. 


Staff of CCS were very much a part of the organization and celebration of the 
opening of the Decade of the Family at the special Eucharist in January at Our Mother 
of Confidence Church. Involvement in the Family Life Commission is still a part of our 
agency activity. 

Our involvement in Family Life issues is longstanding through counseling, 
emergency assistance, pre-marital preparation, natural family planning, pregnancy 
services, and many other activities. The Evenings for the Engaged program started 
this year, as a new part of the marriage preparation, and has been very well accepted. 
This year, the Counseling and Family Life departments have been merged for 


efficiency and budget considerations. A grant for maternal and child health care’ 


services has been obtained, which in connection with our contract with the. 32nd 
Street Naval Base, enables us to assist some of the military population. . 


A child care center is being established in El Centro that has great potential for 
assistance of family life. Also, a special parish development project is being started at 
four parishes. The Desert Valley Federal Credit Union has hired permanent staff and is 
on its way to creating new hope for the area, along with structural change agents, 
especially in housing and employment. 


Family reunification continues to be our major focus in the Indochinese 
resettlement effort. The Cuban program, which created such chaos last summer, is 
now operating very smoothly and over 50 Cubans are enrolled in ESL classes. New 
refugees continue to arrive from Eastern Europe, Ethiopia, Afghanistan and other 
points. Thanks, in part, to money generated from our benefit concert, we were able to 
buy a van for the resettlement office. 


The House of Rachel, another recipient of funds from the concert, has been very 
fortunate in garnering funds and Support not only to keep the house open, but to also 
expand. : * 


The Emergency Assistance Program has grown in efficiency and compassion so 
that we are able to provide more and better service to those in need. 


Nuestras Familias, our U.S. Marshal foster care project, has been expanded to 
assist with cases from the Immigration and Naturalization Services. Plan are 
underway to provide services to the El Centro Center, as well. 


The Department on Aging has trained hundreds of volunteers to visit the home- 
bound or institutionalized elderly, along with its other activities. Efforts are 
continuing to develop a respite care program for families with seniors. The Foster 
Grandparent Program now has 65 participants and offers a needed and beautiful 
service to our community and our seniors. 

The Department of Hispanic Ministries has been very successful in its placement 
of trainees in job slots and has trained dozens of new leaders in the Spanish 
community, along with a multitude of other services. 

A casualty of our budget cuts this year is our Parish Outreach Program, which 
provided for our Jesuit Volunteers. Hopefully, their fine efforts will not be lost, 
especially the activities in support of the Peace and Justice Commission. 


The involvement of the agency in United Way, Chamber of Commerce, Community 


« Congress and other professional groups has increased the awareness of the public of 


our presence and activities. We have been most fortunate in the coverage we have 
received from Southern Cross. We continue to obtain support from St. Vincent de 
Paul Center, Stev®&rdship, and other generous benefactors. 

Central administration is proud of its record of superior rating on audits and other 
fiscal report monitoring, as well as its continuing efforts to supply needed assistance 
and data to program managers. 

Our Advisory and Corporate boards are continuing their generous support and 
increased involvement in the activities of this agency. The Women’s Auxiliary is 
developing as a vital force for volunteer activity, public relations and future 
fundraising. :

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All individuals need help from their ‘team

The story of the so-called wild boy 
found in a French forest in the 18th cen- 
tury has fascinated researchers and the 
general public for a long time. 


After he was found, the mysterious boy 
who apparently had lived apart from con- 
tact with other people, was sent to Paris 
where a physician named Jean Itard 


-studied his habits, tried to instruct him — 
_ and, especially, tried to teach him to 


speak. Sadly, and curiously, the boy never 
learned to speak. What researchers want 
to know is: Why not? 

Some researchers think there may be a 


Critical period in a child’s speech develop- » 


ment. If removed from an environment 


where speech is stimulated during that - 


period, the child’s speech may be 
impaired later on or not emerge at all, 
explained an article in a recent issue of 
Psychology Today magazine. 


APPARENTLY, to learn to speak, 
people literally need contact with others 
who speak. Removed completely from 
other people, the speech part of one’s 
human potential could wither. 

The story of the wild boy in France sug- 
gests that. parts of an individual’s life are 


» awakened by other people. Infants pro- 


vide another example of the human 
being’s need for contact with the human 
community. Without contact with at least 
one other caring person, an infant could 
not survive emotionally or physically. 
For each person, life has a personal, 
somewhat private side; my journey in life 


is ‘‘my journey,”’ a journey I take alone. 
But life is also a journey undertaken with 
others. There is a sense in which it is ‘‘our 
journey” too. 

It is natural to take life’s community 
dimension for granted, never spelling out 
what one gains through others. To 
appreciate the support gotten from the 
human community, try thinking of 
extreme examples of what might happen 
without it. 


~ IMAGINE for a moment a family 
completely different from any families 
you know. Although this imaginary fami- 
ly’s members live in the same house, 
each one has a separate entrance from the 
outside to his or her own room. At no 
time does one family member get 
together with another for any conversa- 


Jesus’ authority over evil 


Mark's Gospel shows it through His daily actions

What would a typical day in the life of 
Jesus look like? 
Mark opens his account of Jesus’ per- 


_sonal ministry with a story selected to tell 


his readers something about such a day. 
(Chapter 1:21-28) The story illustrates 
two important aspects of the public minis- 
try of Jesus: his authoritative teaching and 
his power over the forces of evil. 

Mark tells how, a few days after the call 
of the first disciples, the small group went 
to Capernaum, a town on the northwest 


shore of the Lake of Galilee. Capernaum - 


was to be the center of operations from 
now on. Jesus had left Nazareth, and re- 
turned there only for an occasional visit. 


THE RUINS of Capernaum (Tell 
Hum) are still quite impressive, especially 


the remains of what must have been an - 


imposing synagogue. Built in the second 
century, its imported white limestone 
Stands out in sharp contrast with the 
native black volcanic rock of which the 
other buildings were constructed. While 
this was not the synagogue in which Jesus 
preached, it was probably built over the 
earlier one. 

Like all good Jews, Jesus went to the 
Sabbath synagogue service, and the con- 
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gregation invited him to give the homily 
on the scripture readings. 

The synagogue was a lay institution; 
any qualified male member could preach. 
When a visitor showed up, it afforded an 
opportunity to listen to someone new. 


- Mark tells us very simply that Jesus 


“entered the synagogue and began to 
teach.” 


JESUS’ activity as a teacher is stressed 
throughout the Gospel, but Mark gives us 
surprisingly little of the contents of the 
teaching. In this he differs markedly from 
Matthew, who put together long dis- 
courses of Jesus in his Gospel. 


Mark concentrates rather on the 
actions of Jesus, which are themselves 
instructive for those who have the insight 
to catch their message. There is an 
emphasis on the authority with which 
Jesus taught, an authority which left his 
hearers spellbound. They had never 
heard anyone quite like Jesus, but they 
failed to discern the reason for his unique- 
ness. 

An incident took place. in the syn- 
agogue which illustrates another strong 
point of Mark’s teaching: Jesus’ mission 
to confront and destroy evil, whatever 
form it might take. Here it is encountered 
in an emotionally disturbed man. 


HE IS described as ‘‘a man with an 
unclean spirit”” because, in a prescientific 
culture people attributed all sorts of 
illnesses, especially psychic disorders, to 


~ the influence of evil spirits. Healings and 


exorcisms (casting out) of evil spirits thus 
went hand in hand. They were usually de- 
scribed as an encounter of the exorcist 
with the spirit, as here. 


_ <The spirit shrieks in alarm and, in 
effect, tells what the purpose of Jesus’ 


mission is. Jesus has come to destroy him 
and all he stands for: evil. 


There was a belief then that the ability 
to know a person’s identity and his name, 
gave one power over that person. Accor- 
dingly, the demon cries: “I know who 
you are — the'‘holy one of God!”’ 

There is irony here that is typical of 
Mark. The demon recognizes Jesus as the 
Messiah, while others are blind to his 


identity. The others see only an extraor- 


dinary exorcist. 

Nonetheless, in their amazed reaction, 
they proclaim that Jesus has both those 
roles. They say: ‘“What does this mean? 
A completely new teaching in a spirit of 
authority! He gives orders to unclean 
Spirits, and they obey!”’ 5 

The action of Jesus is itself a teaching 


— for those who can see.

tion or for assistance with a household 
task. They never eat together — and find 
nothing unusual about the fact that they 
don’t. 
- Well, it’s. ludicrous! Such a family 
would not be a family by any known 
definition. The community dimension of 
its life is totally absent. We take it for 
granted that the community dimension 
adds considerably to what a family is. 
Again, imagine two unusual football 
teams. Each team sends one player on to 
the field at a time. The two play against 
each other. The players take turns. At no 
time is more than one member of each 
team on the field. Impossible? Perhaps. 
Something crucial seems missing — at 
least for football. 


EACH MEMBER of a football team is 
an individual. His personal contributions 
to the game may be valued highly. But we 
take for granted that the team adds some- 
thing. Without the game’s community 
dimension, football would not be football. 

We could go on and on. The point is: 
Our personal lives are acted out on a stage 
where others have roles to play. 

When my wife and I began this fall to 
prepare 11 eighth graders for confirma- 
tion, we began by inviting them all to din- 
ner. Why? 

Well, we hoped they would all have a 
nice time — and they did. We also hoped 
they would begin to think of the classes as 
a pleasant experience, and to feel 
welcome in our home. But there was 
more. 

We wanted them to share a meal 
together: to be reminded that Christians 
share another meal together called the 
Mass; to keep in mind the fact that people 
who break bread together become parts of 


each others lives.

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Group asks changes on 
contraception, divorce

NEW YORK (NC) — Directors of 
the Association for the Rights of 
Catholics in the Church (ARCC) 
have called for changes in Church 


Practice on contraception, divorce 


and remarriage, religious education, 
and lay control of Church property. 

In a series of ‘‘theses’’ meant. as a 
starting point for development of. a 
“‘charter of rights’? in the Church, 
ARCC’s national board of directors 
said that ‘‘Catholics have the right, 
and at times the obligation, to 
dissent.’’ 

THEY SAID THAT ‘‘dissent is 
consonant with the dialogue’’ that is 
“‘fundamental’’ to understanding and 
living the Gospel. 

The positions they stated on 
Church teaching and practice -were 
not intended to be comprehensive, 
but only a ‘‘beginning point for a 
dialogue on the broader project of a 
charter of rights,’’ said Carolyn 


~ Nicosia, ARCC’s executive secretary. 


ARCC was founded in 1980 by 
Leonard Swidler, a religion professor 
at Temple University in Philadelphia 
and editor of the Journal of Ecumenical 
Studies. It claims a membership of 
more than 1,000 in the United States, 
with 15 local chapters around the 
country and links with Catholic 
groups in a number of foreign 
countries. 


“CATHOLICS HAVE a right to 


know that there is an acceptable 
Catholic position that artificial 
contraception, while subject to abuse, 
is not intrinsically wrong,”’ they said. 

Pope Paul VI’s declaration that the 
use of artificial means of contra- 
ception is intrinsically wrong has been 
a source of major controversy in the 
Church since its publication in 1968. 
Last year’s world Synod of Bishops 


strongly reaffirmed the papal teaching 
while asking for new pastoral efforts 
to address the widespread problems 
that it poses for Catholic couples. 


“Although permanency in mar- 
riage remains the ideal, it is possible 
to be a divorced and remarried 
Catholic in good conscience in the 
Church today. Such persons have the 
right to pastoral care...and the right 
to full participation in the life of the 
ecclesial community, especially in the 
Eucharist,’’ they said. 


CATHOLIC CHURCH ‘teaching 
and practice holds that permanent 
marriage is not only the ideal but 
normative. While the Church in the 
United States and other countries in 
recent years has_ substantially 
increased its efforts at pastoral care 
for those who are divorced and civilly 


remarried, it does not consider the — 


second marriage a true marriage and 
denies the sacraments to those living 
in that condition. 

Last year’s world Synod of Bishops 
asked for further study of the matter 
but did not propose substantive solu- 
tions for Church validation of such 
marriages or readmission of the 
divorced-remarried to the sacra- 
ments.

Father Hesburgh to Stay at Notre Dame 


NOTRE DAME, Ind. (NC) — 
Holy Cross Father Theodore 
Hesburgh, head of the University of 
Notre Dame since 1952, has agreed to 


its board of trustees’ request that he i 


remain president for another five 
years. 

Father Hesburgh, 64, had asked to 
step down in the spring of 1982 and 
was expected to become the first chan- 
cellor of Notre Dame. 

EDMUND A. STEPHAN, chair- 
man of Notre Dame’s trustees since 
the change to lay government in 1967, 


"said Father Hesburgh had consented 


to remain as president during the 
regular fall meeting of the board Oct. 
25. 


According to Stephan, a Chicago 
attorney, the decision to retain Father 
Hesburgh came from a trustees’.com- 
mittee on succession after it had 
received recommendations from 
numerous sources, including a faculty 
committee. 


University statutes specify that the 
president be a member of the Indiana 
province of the Congregation of the 
Holy Cross and Stephan said that the

‘Subjective, misleading’

SAN DIEGO—The ‘‘theses’’ 
posed by the Association for the 
Rights of Catholics in the Church 
present a fundamental challenge to 
the Church. And equating ‘‘dissent’’ 
with ‘‘dialogue’’ only muddies the 
picture even more. 


“I disagree with their initial 
premise that dissent is fundamental to 
living the Gospel,’’ said Msgr. I. 
Brent Eagen, diocesan chancellor. 
“Our Lord dissented from some of 
the practices of His time, but that 
doesn’t mean we are to dissent.” 


MSGR. EAGEN NOTED that 
while the ARCC theses contradict 
official Church teaching and practice, 
their stand on equal per-pupil 
spending constitutes ‘‘a direct attack 
on the Catholic schools,’’ which he 


called ‘‘the backbone of the Church in 


America,”’ 


ARCC’s contention that there is an 
“‘acceptable’’ Catholic position which 
says artificial contraception is not 
intrinsically wrong was challenged by 
Deacon Ray Ryland, a professor of 
religious studies at the University of 
San Diego who teaches courses: on 
Christian marriage and family life. 


‘Acceptable to whom?”’ asked Dr. 
Ryland. ‘‘Using their logic, I can 
assert with equal force that there is an 
‘acceptable Catholic position’ which 
sees nothing wrong with racism and 
oppression of the poor and abortion 
and many other things. After all, 
there are Catholics who object to the 
Church’s teaching on these things, 
too.”’ 

DR. RYLAND NOTES that the 
Church has consistently taught that 
every contraceptive act is seriously 
sinful, and that Vatican II taught that 
papal teaching must’ be 


“acknowledged with reverence’ and: 


“‘sincerely adhered to’’ even when the 
pope is not speaking ex cathedra. 


“This is do-it-yourself Catholicism 


-at its best—or worst,’’ said Dr. 


Ryland. ‘‘The ARCC leaders tell us 
they have made a list of Catholic 
teachings and practices they do: not 
like, and they promise to add more to 
the list of things we have a Catholic 
‘right’ to reject. This group’s efforts, 
aimed at obscuring and denying 
Catholic truth, can only cause harm 
and suffering to any persons who 
come under their influence.’’ 
ARCC’s thesis that permanency in 
marriage is only the ideal was 
challenged by Father John Proctor, 
vice officialis of the diocesan tribunal. 
“Their statement is highly subjective 
and misleading,’’ he said. 
“OBJECTIVELY SPEAKING 
permanency*in marriage is not only 
the ‘ideal,’ it is also normative. 


Divorced and remarried Catholics 
have a right to pastoral care, the need 
for which the Church has been 
increasingly aware of,’ he said. 
“One of the major thrusts of pastoral 
concern in this decade has been the 
reconciliation of divorced and 
remarried Catholics to full 
communion in the Church. Our 
tribunal system, for example, is a 
clear indication of our serious 
concern.’’ 


But Father Proctor cautioned that 
‘Catholics who are irregularly 
married must objectively refrain from 
full sacramental participation in the 
Church,”” although as Pope John 
Paul II has pointed out, ‘‘other areas 
of ecclessial life are available to such 
people and they should take 
advantage of them.”’ 


THE ARCC CHALLENGE to 
ecclesiastical control of Church 
property ignores the fact that such 
property “‘is held in stewardship by 
the people in the Church who are 
responsible for their distribution,”’ 
said Msgr. Eagen. 


But he points out that ‘‘parishes by 
themselves need diocesan assistance 
in areas where they can’t provide for 
themselves, and we also have the 
example of the more affluent parishes 
helping the poorer ones’’ by common 
diocesan funding through the bishop. 


Father William E. Elliot, diocesan 
vicar for education, said that ARCC’s 
call for equal per-capita spending on 
all children, whether in full-time 
parochial schools or once-a-week 
CCD programs ignores the fact that a 
very high percentage of the money 
spent on Catholic education comes 
from parents who are paying direct 
tuition to the parish or diocesan 


_ Schools, often at a great personal 


sacrifice. 


‘‘EXPENDITURES FROM 
general parish funds for religious 
education would compare favorably 
with general parish support for the . 
parochial school if considered on a 
per-hour basis,’ he said. 


‘“‘Our Lord established a 
hierarchial Church,’’ ‘said Msgr. 
Eagen, and groups like ARCC 
“would do away with this very basic 
teaching.’’ He noted that bigotry and 
anti-Catholicism are beginning to 
emerge once again, ‘‘and to see this 
dissent within the Church is 


" particularly disturbing. This type of 


approach further erodes the unity that ~ 
should exist between Catholics.’’ 
Alluding to John’s Gospel, Msgr. 
Eagen said that Jesus calls us to unity: 
with each other just as Jesus and the 
Father are one. ‘“The early Christians — 
were. known for their love of one 
another, not for their dissent.’’ 


Cardinal says education aid 
is for students, not schools 


_ OMAHA, Neb. (NC) — Cardinal John Krol of 
Philadelphia called for state aid for non-public 
schools in a talk in Omaha, stressing the need for 
religious and moral education. 

The cardinal cited statistics showing an increase 
in crime, abortion, premarital sexual activity, 
suicide, vandalism, and illiteracy among teen-agers 
and others. 

‘*THE RELIGIOUS and moral (apo cemahinent 
evident in our nation recalls the chilling reality that 
great nations have died by suicide, through moral, 
social, cultural, and economic decay,’’ he said. 

“‘We must focus our attention and efforts, not just 
on the symptoms, but on the causes of the problem. 
Not the least of the causes of declining morality is the 
neglect of religious and moral formation which are 
essential ingredients of a good education and good 
citizenship.”’ 

He continued: ‘‘At the present time, there is an _ 
effort to promote tuition tax credits for parents of 
children in non-public schools. This is an initial step 
in the right direction, which acknowledges the role of 
parents as the primary educators of their children, 
and acknowledges their right of freedom of choice of 
education for their children. However, this: initial 
step — as welcome as it is — by no means provides 
the kind of relief demanded by social justice.’’ 

THE CARDINAL criticized Supreme Court 
decisions in school aid cases, saying the court’s inter- 
pretation of the First Amendment’s prohibition of 
the establishment of religion has ‘‘resulted in 
- confusion, contradiction, and even opened the doors. 
to the establishment of secular humanism, which the 
court itself identified as a religion.

‘Tt is time that we acknowledge the fact that aid to 
the education of future citizens benefits the child,”’ 
the cardinal said. ‘‘It does not benefit the 
institution, not a church, not a school.”’ 

This principle is operative, he said, in legislation 
allowing veterans to pursue education in any 
institution of their choice and in government aid to 
the sick, handicapped and elderly being treated in 
‘Houpitale and nursing homes.

_ ‘They won’t go away’

NEW YORK (NC) — The tragedy of Vietnam 
and its aftermath continue to trouble the American 
conscience with questions that some would rather 
not examine too closely. That they won’t go away, 
however, is apparent from The Vietnam Veteran: A 
Matter of Life and Death, a special airing Wednesday, 
Nov. 11, 9-11 p.m. on KPBS-TV, Channel 15 in 
San Diego. 

Various articles and news stories have reported on 
previous wars in readjustment to civilian life. Their 
problems include a high rate of suicide, divorce, 
alcohol and drug addiction, an inability to hold a 
job and, most recently, some life-shortening physical 
disabilities attributed to the chemical defoliant 
Agent Orange. 

The PBS special, originated by WGBH-Boston, 
makes it possible for some of these veterans and their 
families to talk about their problems in trying to 
resume their preservice lives. 


Talking directly to the camera, one ex-serviceman 
describes his experiences as a sniper on a Navy river 
patrolboat and then how he lost control of his life 
when he returned home in 1971. Decorated for his 
actions in Vietnam, in the past decade he has gone 
through a divorce, bouts of alcoholism, drug abuse, 
violent rages, recurring nightmares, and psychiatric 
hospitalizations. In his dreams he relives how he 
mutilated bodies, feeling a guilt and horror now that 
he did not then. 

However singular cx -unrepresentative his 
experience may be, the interview is important in 
showing how different Vietnam was from ether 
American wars and that these veterans need more 
recognition of public concern rather than what they 
interpret as indifference. The interview is indeed 
shocking in its description of atrocities — this is not a 
program for youngsters — but it is necessary for the 
public to be made aware of its responsibility to all 
who came back from a war that many of their fellow 
citizens regarded as immoral.

Sacerdote salvadorefio pide fin 
a la ayuda para gobierno actual 


SAN DIEGO — La situacidn de El 
Salvador continua haciendo noticias y 
confundiendo a mucha gente. Nos 
preguntamos si la lucha de los 
guerrillas en contra del gobierno es 
justa 6 inspirada por el comunismo. 
Si la Iglesia en este pais centro- 
americano se identifica muy de cerca 
con la ‘‘teologia de liberacidén.’’ Si los 
obispos estadounidenses se han 
extendido demasiado al pedir un 
término a la ayuda militar para la 
junta gobernante. 


Apenas la semana pasada en 
Spokane, Washington, el. anterior 
embajador de Estados Unidos a El 
Salvador, Robert White, dijo que el 
movimiento guerrillero al fin venceria 
al gobierno, el cual es controlado por 


unos pocos, privilegiados y ricos, y. 


que ha ‘‘sistematicamente destruido 
todas. las instituciones civiles, 
judiciarias y organizadas, que 
representan una amenaza a su 
dominio del pais.”’ 


EL PADRE JESUS Nieto es un 
sacedote de la arquididécesis de San 
Salvador, la capital de El Salvador, 
que comparte las ideas expresadas 
por el embajador White y 
agradece que los obispos estado- 
unidenses hayan sido cuando menos 
en parte responsables por las 


restricciones que se impusieron al 
paquete de ayuda de Estados Unidos 
para El Salvador recientemente 
aprobado por el Congreso. 


El Padre Nieto se convirtid en 
refugiado politico desde que a 
principios de este afio la residencia 
que él compartia con varios otros 
sacerdotes fué ametrallada por tropas 
del gobierno mientras él] se 
encontraba fuera del pais; sin poder 


_ regresar a casa, fué asignado por la 


arquididcesis de San Salvador a 
ministrar a los miles de refugiados 
salvadorenos que han huido a la 
vecina Honduras, pero el 22 de julio 
el gobierno de alli lo expuls6 sin dar 
razon. 


Desde entonces ha viajado miles de 
millas y hablado con diversos grupos, 
tratando de explicar lo que esta 
pasando en su pais, y estuvo en San 
Diego la semana pasada bajo el 
auspicio de la comisién diocesana de 
justicia y de paz. 

EL PADRE NIETO trabajé por 
un tiempo con el Arzobispo Oscar 
Romero que fué asesinado el 24 de 
marzo de 1980 mientras celebraba la 
Santa Misa en la capilla de un 
hospital; el obispo se habia atrevido a 
hablar claramente en contra del 
gobierno. ‘‘E] Obispo Romero formé 


un comité para. investigar las 
violaciones a los derechos humanos y 
registr6 un gran numero de 
atrocidades y de injusticias por manos 
de los militares — crimenes, decapi- 
taciones, multilaciones, violaciones, 
mientras la familia era forzada a 
mirar,’’ dice el Padre Nieto. 


El actual administrator apostdlico, 
Obispo Arturo Rivera-Damas, esta 
en una posicidén muy delicada, dice el 
Padre Nieto, pues ni él ni nadie ha 
sido nombrado arzobispo por Roma. 
‘‘La gente lo considera su lider, pero 
es-dificil tomar el lugar del Arzobispo 
Romero.”’ 


El motivo de la visita del Padre 
Nieto a este pais es para hacer una 
suplica personal a los americanos a 


insistir al gobierno de Estados Unides > 
que suspenda toda ayuda, militar y 
econdémica, para la actual junta. Esta 
ha sido la postura de la jerarquia 
estadounidense, pero muchos 
catdlicos se oponen a ella porque 
creen que esto llevaria a una 
apoderacién marxista o comunista. 


‘‘Como cristiano, como catodlico, y 
como sacerdote, pido a la gente de 
Estados Unidos que se solidarize con 
mi gente, los pobres de El Salvador,”’ 
dice el Padre Nieto. ‘‘Hagan una 
evaluacién moral de la situacién, y 
mds que nada, apoyen a los 
refugiados que han sido forzados a 
regresar a El Salvador por los Estados 
Unidos u otras partes y que estan er 
peligro sus vidas.”’
